GETS CONTRACT 
FOR LIGHT LINES 


$230,000 
Cooperative 
P roject A w aits 
Approval 


A $230,000 contract for the erec­ 
tion of 308 miles of electric lines 
through every township in Adams 
county was awarded Tuesday after­ 
noon by the directors of the Adams 
Electric Cooperative, Inc., subject to 
the approval of the Rural Electrifi­ 
cation administration at Washing­ 
ton, D. C. 
The firm of Miller-Baxter at In­ 
dianapolis, Indiana, was the lowest 
of five bidders and, if Washington 
approval Lh secured on Tuesday’s 
action of the board, soon will begin 
construction work along routes al­ 
ready staked by four gangs of work­ 
men still busy in many parts of the 
county. 
The other bidders were Contract­ 
ing and Material company, Evans­ 
ton, Illinois; Dan Zimmerman, Inc., 
Philadelphia; Monroe Electric com­ 
pany at Chicago, and the Donovan 
Contracting 
company, 
St. 
Paul, 
Minnesota. 
The bids were opened 
at a meeting Tuesday morning in 
the court house and the contract 
was awarded during a four and a 
half hour session there in the aft­ 
ernoon 
President Cecil 
Dunbar 
presided over the meeting with ail 
members of the board in attend­ 
ance. 
Staken* at Work 
Slakers already have completed 
work on 50 miles of line routes in 
Mt. Joy, Mt. Pleasant, Menallen, 
Straban, Franklin and Butler town­ 
ships. As soon as another 50 miles 
is finished the section will be turned 
over to the firm of Miller-Baxter for 
the opening of construction work. 
Progress in staking depends partly 
upon 
the cooperation given 
the 
workmen by members. 
Building of the 308 miles of lines 
is to be finished in IOO calendar days, 
although the contract makes pro­ 
vision for extensions because of de­ 
lays from bad weather. The lines 
will be constructed under specifica­ 
tions prepared by Otbbs and Hill, 
Cooperative engineers. The main 
lines will be built to carry from 7.200 
to 14.500 volts. 
The average pole 
span will be 400 feet with basic pole 
length given at 35 feet, although 
some of the poles will be 60 feet long. 
The contract let Tuesday covers not 
only the construction of main or 
primary lines, but also the placing of 
transformers and the building of 
branch lines into the properties of 
individual members of the Coopera­ 
tive organization. 
The lines to be erected by the 
Cooperative may be extended into 
neighboring counties and into near­ 
by sections of Maryland, organiza­ 
tion officials said today. 
The line building work is being 
financed with a $308,000 loan which 
the Rural Electrification administra­ 
tion at Washington allocated to the 
Cooperative a month ago. 
At the meeting Tuesday afternoon 
the directors also opened bids on a 
light truck for the Cooperative work 
but no action was taken. Tile next j 
meeting of the board will be held on 
Friday evening.
